The vote of Kentucky was cast by the msjorily 
of her C-immiasioners in favor of every eection tf 
the seven.

Tbe undersigned coukl not agree with their co- 
commiasioners in casting Ihe vote of Kentuiky for 
the several section- of the proposed amendment to 
Ihe CoDslitutioD. a« adopted iiy Ihe Gmvontion.

It is al®o 
av wed by the dominant party, that it is their 
Intention V> remodel tne Supreme Court, at.d to 
have that decidon reversed. If, then, the Dred 
Scott decision d wa not correctly declare the law, 
or if it Ito reversed. In either case, so far aa the 
ttafvt of tha Territory raats upon it, it would be 
frae and not slave. 

Tba Dred Srott case no longer to !■• relied on 
aa fixing a status of slavery, we should l»e thrwn 
altoi^ellier upon tbe Territorial law of New' Mex- 
ico. but it ia scarcely neceaaarr to observe that 
a Lari^e portion of the American people itolieve 
that aTenitorial lac^alature has n« power to 
pass laws either tointroduce or to prohibit slavery 
in the Territoriea. Should the Territorial law of 
New Mexico be bereAfter decided to l>e void, tha 
]>red Sctfft decision either no decision all, or re- 
j verHcd, the status of even that small portion of 
tlie terriiorv of the United aStatee, 2r»o,iPfiO square 
miles nut 0^1,287, 277 Nfuare inilea w'onld ba Jn€ 
and not at&va.
